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Pen-and-pad portable is priced at £1,000 


ONY KEYBOARDLESS 
HANDHELD SET FOR 
FAR EASTERN LAUNCH — 


Next week Sony will launch an 
extraordinary portable computer 
without a keyboard but with a price 
tag of the equivalent of £1,000. 

The PalmTop PCT-500 will have a writ- 
ing tablet and pen instead of a keyboard 
or mouse. Users will be offered a grid of 
squares to write on — each character is 
pencilled into a square to avoid messy 
printouts. The final hard copy will not be 
of the user’s handwriting but will appear 
as a typed document. 

The PalmTop is to be launched on Sun- 
day in Tokyo at a cost of 198,000 yen. 


Although a UK launch has not been 
announced, the machine could quite well 
become available here within 12 months. 
However, it is the Far Eastern market 
which most attracts Sony. 

Now handheld computing will be avail- 
able to people who want to use oriental 
character sets. In the past that has been 
impossible on keyboards because of the 
number of characters involved in these 
languages - thus the Japanese have 
often been forced to use alpha-numeric 
members or even English. 

The machine uses a specially config- 


ured word processor called PalmNote 
and runs on the Motorola MC68HCO00 
processor. It has 320Kb of RAM – 
enough for 110 A4 pages of text — and 
runs at a speed of 8Mhz, The machine 
measures 205mm x 45mm x 158mm. 
Power source is through mains or by 
battery. It also comes with the option of 
a fax adapter. 

A spokesman for Sony UK admitted 
that a keyboard would probably be bet- 
ter for Western users, although he also 
said the firm was looking at specialist 
areas such as security. M 





Nintendo quashes rebels 
in Washington court ruling 


An attempt by Atari Games to sell 
Nintendo compatible cartridges is 
running into trouble following a court 
ruling last week. 

The US Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Washington DC stated that Nintendo may 
sue retailers who sell unauthorised car- 
tridges. Atari Games had hoped to over- 
come Nintendo's policy of controlling all 
software releases for its popular games 
console. 

This decision is preliminary to the real 
scrap between Atari Games and Nintendo 
which will decide whether or not Atari can 
manufacture ‘unauthorised games’. It 








also nullifys an injunction taken out by 
Atari Games which protected retailers 


who chose to sell Atari Games’ versions | 


of Nintendo cartridges. 

The court said that the restrictions 
which Nintendo places on its products 
did not violate American business law. 

In a strongly-worded statement charac- 
teristic of this bitter legal wrangle, Nin- 
tendo's senior vice president, Howard 
Lincoln, said: “The decision makes clear 
that disappointed competitors in the mar- 
ketplace cannot use the courts to misap- 
propriate the rights of others or to 
substitute baseless allegations for their 
unwillingness to compete fairly in the 
marketplace.” 

In effect it makes the possibility of "Nin- 
tendo rebels' releasing their own games

| Pilots ‘can't 
trust’on-board 
| computers 


Pilots of commercial passenger aircraft can't 
trust their on-board computers, according to 
| the leader of pilot's union BALPA. 

He has hit out at a BBC2 documentary 
which claimed that pilots operate on autopilot 
for 98 per cent of air time and that they were 
overpaid and underworked "jet jockeys”. 

Mark Young, head of the British Airline 
Pilots Association said pilots could not rely on 
computers, which are faulty and unreliable, 

“tt is not uncommon for one, two and occa- 
sionally all three autopilots to fail com- 
pletely,” he said. "When this happens the 
crew continue to fly the plane manually. It is 
their expertise which makes air travel as safe 
as it is." He said the computers sometimes 
"fail and often give misleading information".

Three woman who were forced to quit their 
jobs because they suffered from ‘computer 
elbow’ or Repetitive Strain Injury have been 
awarded damages totalling £107,500.

Their jobs had involved sitting at a computer 
all day making data entries. К is now 
accepted that long periods of typing work at 
à computer can harm the muscles of the 
arm.

Despite claims to the contrary, it is 
now certain that Atari is planning to 
re-launch itself into the CD-ROM 
technology race. 

In last week's Express Atari's UK boss, 
Bob Gleadow, said that CD-ROM was a 
confusing mishmash of conflicting stan- 
dards geared towards a market that 
hardly exists. This week Atari's official UK 
press spokesman, Peter Walker, 
attempted to clarify the firm's position. 

He says that among the topics to be 
discussed at Atari's software developers

conference in Didcot this week will be 
“the firm's position on future technology 
and trends including — possibly – Com 
pact Disc". 

Although talk will be primarily about the 
new STE and Lynx, Atari is also known to 
be unveiling “the latest high tech develop- 
ment project". Atari says discussions will 
*not be unadjacent to CD developments", 
and other parties will be required to sign 
strict non-disclosure agreements. 

While this Whitehalspeak may not 
appear to be the language of a wholly 





dedicated company, it is clear that Atari 
wants to extend work on CD-ROM. Atari 
feels that it established a CD-ROM beach- 
head three years ago when it launched 
its CD player for the ST. However, due to 
a lack of software and the market's 
immaturity, the project was never pushed 
by Atari. 

Now, though, the company both here 
and in the US is looking for ways of capi- 
talising on new-found interest in the 
medium. There is a genuine concern that 
despite early advances Atari will be left 
behind. Commodore, for example, is to 
launch its CD version of the Amiga 

One project said to be under considera 
tion is to house a CD drive inside the 
Mega ST and launch the machine as an 
alHn-one CD option. Unlike the Amiga 
model this would be pitched not as a 
games machine but as a state-of-the-art 
business option. Atari would be able to 
tap into an increasing number of CD 
applications attached to business, indus- 
try and education 

In the short term the firm is looking at 
relaunching the original CD-ROM as a 
mass market product. It would be re- 
packaged and bundled with games on a 
CD, and might include more serious CD 
applications – an encyclopaedia is just 
one feasible option 

Technical people inside Atari UK are 
known to have been working on a Hyper. 
card lookalike which would act as a front- 
end for CD-ROM products. There is also 
talk of a CD-ROM which will be able to 
work on both the ST and the PC. 

Developers have been keen to push 
this technology forward but, until now, 
have been blocked by unconvinced mar- 
keting executives.

The pared-to-the-bone low-cost 
Archimedes would take the living rooms 
of the country by storm, predicted 
Express. Acorn hoped to lure away BBC 
upgraders from the ST and Amiga with 
an Archie that was rumoured to cost 
under £500. 

Acorn bosses were "hopping-mad" 
that the news had leaked before they 
were ready. 


Hacker Nicholas Whitely was banned 
from using his PC by Bow Street 
magistrates. He was accused of causing 
criminal damage to files at Queen Mary 
College and dishonestly obtaining a 
licence to transmit computer messages. 


Smacked wrists for Commodore as the 
Office of Fair Trading caught them price- 
fixing the Amiga. In a letter to dealers, 
Commodore sales manager Barry 
Thurston threatened to drop any dealers 
who advertised the Amiga at less than 
the recommended retail price. This 
contravened the Resale Prices Act of 
1976 which makes it an offence for a 
supplier to “impose resale price 
maintenance on dealers by withholding 
supplies or discriminating in other ways.” 
Sega's 16-bit Megadrive console landed 
in Britain, months before the official 
launch. Anyone hoping to be among the 
first to have it had to pay the inflated 
price of £250 for the privilege. 


The Times Educational Supplement 
confirmed that Acorn and Resesrch 
Machines held the lion's share of the 
school cache of computers with a giant 
71 per cent between them. “Real world” 
Computers were beginning to make a 
mark with teachers keen to buy the 
Amstrad PC. Education authorities 
weren't so keen and would take some 
convincing to dump Acorn and RM.

Not being a genius when it comes to 
machine code on the Z80, | found that, 
frankly, this booklet was either way over 
my head, or badly written.

included too many graphic commands 
as the best way to learn is to have 
hands on experience. 

| think, though, that he has assumed 
too much of the reader, and should have 
included introductory pages on the work- 
ings of the VDP and how the machine 
code listings included in the booklet — all 
of them in machine code — are mostly 
Subroutines. You are expected to have

IN WITH A BANG 
Well, it was a long time coming, but X- 
Out, from Rainbow Arts, is finally here... 

105 a game that promises to do for 
the CPC what Blood Money did for the 
l6bits - a graphically excellent shoot- 
'emup with added gameplay. In both 
cases this consists of the ability to 
enter a ‘shop’ and stock up on all man- 
ner of firepower with the loot you've 
amassed from wiping out baddies. 

In X-Out you get to do this at the end 
of each level in preparation for the next 
— and even more vicious — blast through 
the murky deep. 

You see the game is set not in the 
usual intergalactic void/post-nuclear 
urban ruin/alien-infested space station, 
but far beneath the waves, over a 
gloomy, slimy, oozing sea bed riddled 
with caves and channels containing all 
manner of violent creatures. 

Before you even dip your ship's toe in 
the water, though, you visit the muni- 
tions shop. Here you can choose from 
four different ships. 

The most powerful are — needless to 
say - the most expensive. On the other 
hand, if you choose a cheap one that 


leaves you with more dosh for arming 
it. The choice is yours. 

Your ship responds rapidly to joystick 
input, and it needs to because your ene- 
mies race across the screen like 
nobody's business. The programmers 
have done an excellent job, in that even 
when it seems the screen is filled with 
nasties, there's no trace of slow-down. 

The shooting part of the game follows 
the by-now inevitable format. A series of 
levels, each of which features a huge 
and ghastly end-oflevel guardian that 
takes about 2.5 million shots in exactly 
the right place to destroy. If you've 
armed yourself properly in the first 
place, it only takes you about 15 sec- 
onds to fire that many shots anyway. 

The graphics might be stunning, but 
there's no soundtrack, and the spot 
effects sound just like those from a hun- 
dred other standard shoot'emups. But 
then you can't have everything. 

Another minor niggle is the sprite 
detection — or lack of it. It's simply quite 
difficult to tell when you've landed a 
shot on one of the bad guys. 

With the waves of attacking aliens 
that form the bulk of each level that 
doesn't matter too much - if you hit 'em 
they disappear, and that's that — but 
with the larger midHevel guardians and 
even larger end-oHevel versions, there's 
no way of telling when you've hurt them. 

You have to just sit there, piling in the 
shots (like George Orwell in Shooting an 
Elephant) and hope for the best. 

Third and final niggle is the energy bar 
at the bottom of the screen. It's only 
about a pixel wide, and trying to see 
what shape your ship is in while trying 
to fight off yet another flotilla of 
mutated crustaceans can be tricky. 

Nevertheless, judged purely as a 
shoot’em-up, X-Out is exceptionally fast 
and very pretty. 

Add the extra dimension of the shop 
sections, and you've got a tough, but 


excellent game.

If you are translating SuperBASIC pro- 
grams into another language, or trans- 
lating a program in another language 
into SuperBASIC, you need to know 
about the distinction between 'call be 
value’ and ‘call be reference’ 

This topic is touched upon in the Con- 
cepts section of the QL User Guide, but 
isn't made very clear, and there are no 
examples provided. 

SuperBASIC, in common with other 
BASICs and FORTRAN, handles function 
and procedure parameters using ‘call by 
reference’. That is, the parameter can 
be altered by the function or procedure, 
and the altered value is available to the 
rest of the program. 

A simple example should make this 
clear. Suppose we wish to swap the val 
ues of two variables (as part of a sorting 
routine, Perhaps). The following Super- 
BASIC procedure will do the trick:

THE BUG 
Bitten by the comms bug, you now need 
equipment to go ordine, right? 

The first thing to acquire is a RS232 
interface. Back in the early days of 
home computing, many manufacturers 
didn't bother to add standard interfaces 
to their computers, instead locking you 
into buying their peripheral products. 

Atari was no exception, and the XL and 
XE machines have a hybrid serial port 
that cannot be connected directly to a 
modem. You can attach Atari's own 
modems, but as they only support Bell 
tones (the communications protocols 
adopted by the American phone com- 
pany) theyre useless. You need an 
interface that will convert the 8005 
serial port to a standard RS232 outlet. 

In order to silence critics of this 'non- 
standard' policy, Atari launched the 850 
interface. A little box which provides a 
parallel port and a couple of serial ports, 
the 850 is an excellent interface but 
rather expensive (around £55 try Com- 
puterHouse on 01-731 1276). It will, 
however, enable you to connect the 8-bit 
to any modem, parallel or serial printer. 

An alternative to the 850 is ICD's 
P:R:Connection, an interface offering the 
same specs as the 850 but priced at 
£69.95! If you've got money to burn con- 
tact Frontier Software on 0423 567140. 

But by far the best option is to buy 
Daniel Bruen's (of Bruen Enterprises 
0831 166429) RS232 interface and 
Bobterm software. This supports all 
modems and speeds and costs just £25 
= cheap! Whee!

The printer is a Microline 83A wide 
carriage dot-matrix made by OKI 
Electronics of Japan. The model number 
is GE8223A. There is one socket at the 
rear which knowledgeable people look at 
and say ‘Ah, a serial port...', by which | 
presume they mean RS232 or something. 
This could be nice as the Bondwell com- 
puter has a socket labelled RS232C, so it 
sounds as if they might be persuaded to 
talk to each other, but how exactly?

Simple! Here are the connections to 
make (assuming you've acquired 25- 
way and 9-way D connectors).

Television tuners are available usually 
priced between £50 and £60, The best 
source is Shopping Express. Of course 
you'll need to have the monitor to be 
driven, but in these days of cut-price 
dealer wars, locating a cheap monitor 
isn't a problem. Or how about buying a 
second-hand Amstrad CPC colour mon- 
itor and converting it for use with the 
Atari? This is a very simple modification 
which, when complete, will enable your 
ST to operate with the CPC monitor pro- 
viding surprisingly good results. 

Combined TV and monitors such 
as those made by Pye, Ferguson, 
Philips et al, are very good. For little. 
more than the price of a quality dedi- 
cated monitor (around £300), you get a 
colour television too. For a demonstra- 
tion, pop along to any branch of Dixons 
or Comet, or one of the many High 
Street television dealers. 

Or to purchase directly, contact 
Evesham Micros (0386 765500). The 
company is selling the Pye 15-inch com- 
bined TV and monitor for £249 complete 
with a lead to attach the display to your 
machine and the price includes VAT and 
delivery! 

Any connector bearing the SCART 
name should have standard signal I/O. 
With display devices requiring resistors, 
the problem lies with the display elec- 
tronics, not with the connector. 


Which machine? 


What | really need is a capable word pro- 
cessing system. The computer must run 
fast enough to be good enough for word 
processing use (eq, fast disk access for 
saving and loading documents, deleting, 
copying text and allowing instant key 
press response to screen) and, in particu- 
lar, must be able to run the Borland Sprint 
word processor package (and do so with 
reasonable speed). 

It must have a hard drive in its main 
chassis capable of containing the word 
processing program - thereby allowing 
immediate access to it, without loading in 


from disk, and also allowing documents 
to be saved to the main drive instead of a 
floppy disk. There must be sufficient 
memory so as to be uninhibited with the 
saving of large documents and process- 
ing power (though | am not ever consider- 
ing using spreadsheets, databases, 
account packages or games on it - only 
the word processor). 

In addition to the hard drive, there 
must be a floppy drive (preferably, again, 
built into the main chassis, rather than 
having leads trailing to a separate drive) 
so back-ups can be taken of documents 
and stored in a safe place, away from the 
work place. 

The floppy drive must be a 3.5-inch 
type - I'm assuming Borland Sprint can 
be available on this format, because | hate 
5.25-inch disks due to their lack of com- 
pactness and durability. Also the floppy 
drive should preferably be the 1.44Mb 
type rather than 720K and it must be dou- 
ble-sided. 

The monitor must be clear enough — 
text must be seen clearly and not be too 
‘small — to prevent eye-strain. Preferably, 
the monitor should be anti-glare FST type, 
preferably able to highlight areas of text 
due to be printed in bold and need not be 
coloured. | prefer amber mono screens as 
long as they support Borland Sprint. 

However, the monitor must be an 80- 
column type. | know I keep placing much 
emphasis on the Borland Sprint word pro- 
‘cessing package, but | firmly believe that 
it has everything that | shall need and at a 
reasonable price (Ah, right. | though per- 
haps you were the programmer. - Uncle 
Techtip). 

The keyboard must be of the 
enhanced type and if possible, have a 
keyboard lock feature available - to pre- 
vent my colleagues ruining paragraphs as 
they lean over my desk - with micro- 
Switches under each key. 

The printer must be relatively fast, be 
80-column and be capable of clear print- 
ing (with underlining, and double strike 
modes). It must take sprocketed paper 
yet, preferably, also be able to take single 
sheets of A4 paper. It should be fairly 
quiet and must have a pound sign. | don't 
need colour printing (I'm surprised – Unc). 
Would the Star LC-10 mono suit? 

| would prefer my word processing 
‘system to be desktop rather than upright 
ог floor standing, but I'm not worried 
about expansion slots . 

Lastly, the subject of money. | have a 
rough budget of only £1,200.

MACHINE REVIEW

Writers are by nature a fussy lot. You will find them all 
swearing blind that their method and machine is by far 
the greatest. 

There remains the old school who sniff loftily at 
the mere mention of a word processor, preferring the 
comforting clickety-clack of a trusty old typewriter. And 
for every owner of an Olympia PK3000 there is also an 
ever-so-smart Apple adherent who has spent £1,000 
just for the dubious privilege of using MacWrite. 

Somewhere in the middle is the real word pro- 
cessing generation. Let's admit it — we are a nation of 
PCW owners. 

However if, like most PCW owners, you are look- 
ing for a simple machine with which to bang out some 
letters and maybe fiddle around with the home 
accounts, there is an alternative — an obscure MS- 
DOS option called the Sanyo MBC-500 


Warrington-based Crown Computer Products has 
recently bought some 5,000 of these machines for a 
kind of end-of-the-line clearance sale. 

For £225 you get a twin 5.25-inch disk machine 
complete with mono monitor, dot-matrix printer, and 
two software packages — WordStar and CalcStar. This 
is one cheap computer. But what exactly are you get- 
ting for your money? 

One myth that has pervaded the past half a 
decade is that the PCW is cheap. It isn't, Even the sin- 
gle-drive machine with just LocoScript costs £400. A 
double-drive version (which many people are talked 
into) costs a staggering £500. You can get an Amiga 
for that. 

Despite the protestations of the mad mullahs of 
the PCW population, it has to be said that the vast 
majority never do anything more than process words, 
play a couple of facile games and maybe muck around 
with some figures. 

In this, the Sanyo and PCW are very similar. Both 
can be set up by a child, neither have any frills, and 
both are pitched as cheap options — it's just that one is 
half the price of the other. 


TECH NO NOTICE 
Techno snobs will have a field day here. The MBC is, 
well, hardly state of the art. The main unit and key- 
board are both a light silvery colour, reminiscent of 
desktop stereo units of the early 1980s, 

It runs at 3.6MHz, which is hardly blistering. The 
disk drives are a tad noisy — this is a good job because 
otherwise you can't tell if they are working or not. The 
drive lights don't flicker when there is disk activity — 
they just stay on obstinately. 

But technophobes will love the normally imposing 
back panel. Just a printer port, a video port, and that's 
about your lot. No serial port, so forget your subscrip- 
tion to Micronet.

For 
the others, a quick glance at the function- 
key template is all that is needed. The low 
level commands and detailed options are 
prompted by on-screen menus. 

At the same time, you are always 
highly uncritical of ProText and never 
point out that it is ‘modal’ - it has an Edit 
Mode and a Command Mode and you 
have to switch between them. Human fac- 
tors experts unite to condem this out-of- 
date, inefficient and user-hostile form of 
software design. 

Choosing a WP is always a personal 
decision, based on subjective factors. But
